With dawn today Omaha's down- 


town section 
looked well

wreck as the result of the rioting. 
Practically all the known casnaltiei 
that were not fatal, resulted from 
shooting-. Thousands of shots were 
fired from various kinds of weapons, 
all discharged in the open with thon- 
ands of people on the streets. 
' Among those injured were a djz- 
en police officers, three prisoners in 
the county jail, several city firemen 
and numerous pedestrians. 


Until long after the early morr-- 


ing hours it was practically impos- 
sible to get near .the court house. 
The mob that held sway over

building for five hours made it dan- 
gerous to go near the structure.

When the mob gained entrance to 


the jail and a fire in the_ building 
became menacing to 100 prisoners in

A few 
say the figure will mount as high 
as 8,000, and base their predictions 
on the fact that the 1919 summer 
session, with 3,212 students, had the 
largest enrollment on record. 


A scarcity of rooms exists in the 


city which has never been paralleled 
in the history of the university. The 
great demand 'for university cata- 
logs has almost exhausted the pres- 
ent s-apply, and another edition is 
now being printed, a thing unprece- 
dented in Wisconsin annals. 


High Marks In 1916-17 


The high-water mark of university 


atcndance up to the present was 
recorded in the year -1916-17, when 
5,318 students were enrolled. 
The 


following year the enrollment slump- 
ed to 4.043 because of war condi- 
tions, and in 1918 fell below 4,000. ' 


Registration began .earlier this 


year than ever before. The advance

GOMPERS' BANKRUPT LEADERSHIP 


J 


UST as privilege and organized wealth seem to be blind 
dealing with the problems that are arising out of industrial 


merest in this country so, too, there appears to be need of con 


j structive leadership among the forces of labor in dealing witl 


• the situation. 
; 
That the American Federation of Labor, under the leader 


ehip of Samuel Gompers, has failed to offer a constructive pro 
gram that will meet the needs of the time is apparent to peopl 
.-who are thinking in terms of fundamentals these days. 


# 
* * ! 


' 
Trades unionism, as exemplified by Gompers, has failed t 


- meet the situation and because of that failure we have much o 
.oar present day unrest. 


The strike has been the principal weapon ,of the American 


Federation of Labor and the wage increase has been the prin 
dpalgoa]. 


Now, however, labor has learned that we are simply goi 


around in a circle,—that the wage increase for which the work 
era fight is immediately nullified by an increase in the cost o 
the things he must buy. Like, the boomerang, the worker has 
found that he is asked ultimately to underwrite his own increas 
in wages. 


And so the workers have learned that while their wages 


hare been increased in large proportions that they are really in 
no better position because their increases are taken from them 
in increased costs of the necessities of life. 


* * * 


And there is where the Gompers leadership has been sadlj 


lacking. 


It isn't in the record anywhere that Gompers in the last few 


years has done anything worth while to keep down the cost o 
living. It isn't in the record1 that the American Federation of 
Labor has used its vast power to bring lazy officials and indif 


' ferent servants of the public to account for failure to perform 


their plain duty Against the exploiters. Where can it be shown 
that the Gompers policy has in any way sought to arrest the dep- 
redations of the monopolies that have been fastening their 
dutches on the American people and the American worker? 
* * * 


It has remained for the railroad brotherhoods to push for- 


ward a policy that has been lacking in the Gompers leadership 
No class of workers has been better paid than the railroad work- 
ers. And yet even these workers realized that they were get- 
ting nowhere because their wage increases were being automatic 
ally nullified by the increased costs In the cost of living. 


While Gompers was spending his time in Europe and receiv- 


ing the plaudits of European Imperialists and such exponents of 
American imperialism as the New York Times for his "conserva- 
tive and sound leadership" the railroad brotherhoods went to 
Washington and In 10 days had apathetic and lazy government 
officials standing on their heads and shrieking at the top of their 
voices that the cost of living must come down. The brother- 
hood leaders told no less a personage than the president of the 
United States that wage Increases amounted to nothing and thai 
the government would have to get busy and bring the coat of 
living down., And even the president hustled before Congress 
after the brotherhoods had prodded him. 
* * * 


Meanwhfle there are evidences that the brotherhoods are 


through dealing with superficial considerations and that they are 
going at fundamentals. Where Gompers Is timid and .evasive 
and shifty and apparently afraid to offend his Big Business 
friends the brotherhoods are indicating that we cannot expect 
to get anywhere as long as we permit the monopolies and ex- 
ploiters to continue their program. They are serving notice 
that the sop of wage Increases on which Gompers seems to rely 
can no longer stave off Industrial unrest. 
» 


The brotherhoods are serving notice that we cannot longer 


permit the railroads to be controlled by a few men bent on 
profits only. They are serving notice that the railroad is vested 
with a big public interest and that the public and the workers 
must be permitted to participate In railroad management and 
profits. 


Other labor leaders of vision are contending that before we 


can expect any relief in this country we must get away from a 
system that permits 10 per cent of the people to control 90 per 
cent of the wealth. The power of monopoly to fix the price of 
wages and the necessities of life must be broken. The great 
activities of this nation around which the interests and welfare 
of 100,000,000 people centers should not be dominated and con- 
trolled by a few. 


In fact, the railroad brotherhoods have thrown down the 


gauntlet and have announced that the government of this coun- 
try must not be responsiye to an industrial autocracy but that 
it must be made responsive to the people. 


The brotherhoods have seen the menace of an Industrial 


autocracy which has the power to nullify our democracy. 


Gompers, evidently, has failedito see this situation. ; 
And his policy of relying on the strike arid wage increases, 


of "going around in-a circle" to meet the troubles of the present 
day shows him to be an old man, living in the past, and appar- 
ently approaching bankruptcy jn leadership that :is fundamentaL
